Nor has the Deliverance been diſregarded, I ſpeak it 
to the Honour of our Church and Nation, or the 
minuteſt Branch of the Story left uncultivated from 
its firſt Appearance until now; but has been ſo fully 
exaggerated by the ready Pens of our Exgliſb Writers, 
the Pathetical Tongues of our Preachers, the Attentive 
Ears and the Thankful Hearts of our numerous Audi- 
tors for a Century laſt paſt, that we have rather ſeem d 
defective of late in not calling in aſſiſting Topicks to 
ſo well known a Hiſtory, for compleating the ſolemn 
Service of this pleaſing Opportunity, which yet our 
ancienter as well as more modern Experiences could 
eaſily have furniſh'd us withal. 

When therefore ye ſhall hear me, upon this Occa- 
ſion, recounting to you all the noble Works which _,q... 
God has done for us of this Church and Nation, not 
only thoſe which our Fathers have told us of, but our 

own Eyes have been Witneſſes to; When ye ſhall 
ſee me preſenting you with larger Views than ordi-

Externals under each of thoſe Periods, yet having al- 
ways aim d at Ends which are of a Divine and Hea- 
venly Nature, has gain d to it ſelf upon Earth very 
formidable and irreconcileable Enemies: A Religion 
ſo contrary in its tendency to Mens filthy and im- 
petuous Luſts; ſo thwarting their unbridled Inclina- 
tions after Dominion; ſo averſe to all extravagant and 
impious Practices of what kind or degree ſoever; 
ſo oppoſite to the Fleſh, the World, and the Devil, 
that the Devil, the World, and the Fleſh are and muſt 
be continually at variance with it: Hence are we 
often reminded of our Spiritual Warfare in proper 
Terms through the Sacred Writings; We are com- | 
manded to be Vigilant, or ſtand upon our Guard, be- 1 Pet.

cauſe of our Adverſary; to put on the whole Armour of Epheſ. 6: 11, 
God, that we may be able to withſtand in the evil day; = % 
to fight a good fight, to perſevere to the end, and the H 6: .

dred themſelves unworthy ſuch a Poſſeſſion, by Ingra- 


titude, Infidelity, and Idolatry, theſe were tranſmitted 


to a better People, more ſuſceptibl@of His Favour and 
Protection, the Chriſtian Church, which has now 
(God be thanked) _ rejoyced for Two Thoufand 
Years almoſt under the bright ſhine of the Goſpel ; 
And ſhall ſtill do ſo in General, (however the Candle- 
ſtick be now and then removed from this or that 
undeſerving Part of it) till Time ſhall be no more, 
maugre the utmoſt and moſt obſtinate Oppoſition 
thereto from the Prince of Darkneſs, and his ſeveral 

curſed Emiſlaries. |

make One General Obſervation ; That God was

few Diſciples whom he left to propagate his Neu- 
Doctrine through the moſt ſpiteful and inveterate Pye- 
judices.
